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Three Little Words 


Needless to remind you that the Architect's Bill was vetoed in 1962 
because it required that an architectural graduate acquire experience 
IN THE OFFICE of an architect before licensing. 


The 1964 version of the Bill calls for experience under THE DIRECT 
SUPERVISION of an architect rather than IN THE OFFICE. 


This seemingly insignificant change has brought support from many 
Legislators who, like the Governor, opposed the 1962 Bill because of this 


experience requirement. 


As LAA members contacted Legislators during the past few weeks, 
many Representatives and Senators wondered what might happen if 
а recession, for instance, made jobs “IN THE OFFICE" unavailable. 
Others worried about the graduate who could not return to his home- 
town after graduation because his hometown has no architects. Some 
were concerned about the person who wants to qualify to take the exam 
through experience alone. 


The experience requirement will not take effect until July 1, 1968 
so that students presently committed in architectural school won't be 
affected. 


Changing three little words can well mean success in the current 
legislative session . . . particularly, if LAA members continue to contact 
their Legislators.

What Does the Proposed Architect's Law Do? 


9, 


It states that regulating the practice of architecture is in the public interest. (8141) 


It gives the State Board of Architectural Examiners power to adopt rules reasonably 
necessary for the proper performance of its duties. (8142) 


It adds the University of Southwestern Louisiana to the list of acceptable schools of archi- 
tecture. (8147) 


It requires architects (effective July 1, 1968) to have a degree plus 3 years’ experience 
or, instead of a degree, 8 years' experience. Persons who don't have a degree can use up 
to 4 years of college in place of an equal number of years of experience. (5147) This 
is essential to bring Louisiana into line with other states accredited by the National 
Architectural Accrediting Board. Forty-five states now require architects to have experi- 
ence before being licensed, and 43 states require at least 3 years of experience, includ- 
ing Arkansas, Mississippi, and Texas. 


It permits experience to be gained under the direct supervision of an architect instead 
of in his office, thus making it easier to gain the experience requirement. (8147) 
It requires each architect to use a seal on every plan 


and specification prepared by him. 
(8155) 


It prohibits persons who are not architects from using the name “architect.” (8160) 


It gives the State Board power to discipline an architect, after notice and hearing, if 
he is guilty of gross incompetence, dishonesty, gross negligence, wilfully misleading or 
defrauding anyone employing him as an architect, or wilfully violating the law and 
rules governing the practice of architecture (8156.1 and following). It provides proce- 
dural safeguards to prevent abuse of these provisions with a right to appeal to the courts. 


(8156.10) It also permits the Board to investigate the unauthorized practice of archi- 
ture (5156.11) 


It repeals two provisions of the law that are no longer used. (5150 and part of $149) 


What Does the Proposed Law NOT Do?

It does not impose any additional expense on the State of any kind. Administration by 
the Department of Occupational Standards is unchanged. 


It does not create any new board, agency or department. 


It does not prevent any person from designing a residence. The present law in this 
regard is not changed. (5160) 


It does not prohibit any person from designing any kind of building costing less than 
$40,000. The present law in this regard is not changed. (8160) 


It does not affect engineers if they do not call themselves "architects." (8160)

The responsibility of the student is to assimilate 
theory and experience. 


However the diverse intensity of collegiate studies, 
made necessary by our complex society, leaves little 
time for the student to experience much beyond the 
realm of theory. The average graduate finds today’s 
reality strange. He reacts in two ways; he forgets 
theory or, he ignores reality. Neither reaction is de- 
sired. 


The wisdom and logic of required apprentice or 
internship is apparent: 


l. The majority of states now require such an 
apprenticeship to protect the public and the 
profession. 

2. The public is guaranteed of better professional 
services when assured that all licensed architects 
are experienced. 

3. Apprenticeship allows the apprentice to gain 
practical information essential to professional 
practice under the guidance of experienced pro- 
fessionals. 

4. The apprentice may assimilate theory and ex- 
perience under the challenge of reality with- 
out risk to the public or the profession. 


5. Responsible maturity, necessary to make value 
decisions is afforded through apprenticeship. 


It is my belief that the proposed apprenticeship 
requirement is essential to the best interests of the 
public and the profession. 


True, apprenticeship shall insure a trained and 
captive drafting force. This, I believe, shall not be a 
problem for if our profession is to meet its challeng- 
ing responsibilities to society, it is to our youth that we 
must look. We must be careful not to exploit youth, 
but to allow youth to exploit their talent. 


Тће proposed amendment to the architects licens- 
ing law shall enable us to span petty turbulences to 
reach true creative competency expected of our pro- 
fession. An essential keystone of this span is the pro- 
posed apprenticeship requirement. 


Experience is essential to professional competency.

I am very much in favor of the graduates of our 
schools of architecture serving a three-year appren- 
ticeship with a practicing architect before they are 
licensed to practice architecture on their own. 


Passing the Louisiana State Architect's examina- 
tion or any other State Architects examination does 
not qualify the candidate for the responsibility of 
practicing the profession of architecture. It merely 
indicates that he has an adequate background. He 
should work for a period of at least three years under 
the guidance of an architect, gaining valuable experi- 
ence in the various architectural services, such as: 


l. Project Management 

2. Schematics and Design Development 
3. Estimating 

4. Working Drawings 

5. Specifications 


6. General Conditions 

7. Selection of Contractors 

8. Construction Phase 

9. Administration of Construction, etc.

I am most pleased to convey herein to you and 
the Louisiana Architects Association my unqualified 
endorsement of the apprenticeship provision in the 
proposed legislation sponsored by the Louisiana Ar- 
chitects Association. 


I am on record with my students over the years 
in having advised them that whether legally qualified 
or not, they should under no circumstances undertake 
an individual practice without having thoroughly 
qualified themselves through apprenticeship for this 
heavy responsibility. This School, and many good 
schools that I know of, has always taken the view that 
we do not claim to produce fully qualified architects 
by virtue of the five years students spend in school. 
It is manifestly impossible to cover ай situations 
which eventually must be mastered by the qualified 
architect in the public interest. It would be presump- 
tive, indeed, for us to take the view that students hav- 
ing spent five years with paper buildings—so to speak 
—are qualified to design and supervise the erection 
of buildings in which the public has a great interest. 

I recommend very strongly this provision which 
you seek to incorporate in the Architectural Registra- 
tion Law, and hope very much that our Legislature 
will see its necessity and act favorably upon it. I as- 
sure you of my willingness to assist in any way that I 
may be able to do so.
